WHAT THK ADMINISTRATION WAN

There are a number of pewter-plated 


gold bags who astert that President 
MoKlnley Is kindly disposed towards 
•liver and, while not absolutely in 
favor of free coinage, will do what he 
can to get silver into ohoulatlon. Pos- 
sibly these apologists for MoKinley 
believe what they aay and if they do 
they can disabuse their minds of the 
delusion under which they labor by 
enlightening themselves on tbe silver 
question. 
Under tbe laws standard 


dollars are a legal tender for nil gov- 
ernment obligations. Every bond la- 
sued by tbe government and every 
government note in circulation la re- 
deemable In standard dollars of 412)4 
grains of standard silver. The laws of 
Congress authorize the Secretary of 
the Treasury to redeem those bonds 
und notes with standard dollars, and to 
coin the silver bullion in the various 
mints for that purpose, It President 
McKlnley was favorably disposed to- 
ward sliver ho oould order that done, 
and if Secretary Qage would not com- 
ply with the order the President oould 
readily find a Secretary wto would. 


It has been said that It Mr. Bryan 


bad beeu elected he could not do much 
for silver with a gold bug House of 
Representatives dominated 
by Mr, 


lined. 
That is a mistake. 
Much 


oonld bo done for sliver by the admin- 
istration without any action by Con- 
gress. Tbe silver bullion in the Trc is,- 
ury oonld be coined and wheti tlio 
agents of the gold trust presented 
greenback* or Treasury notes tlio Sec- 
retary of the Treasury could redeem 
them lu silver, or in silver and gold 
coins, at his option. This would pre- 
vent raids on tbe gold reserve, obviate 
tbe necessity of running the country 
in debt, when there is plenty of monoy 
in tbe Treasury, to replenish the gold 
reserve, and get the silver bullion tiow 
lying useless lu the Treasury, coined 
and circulated. 


If the gold trust was paid one half in 


standard dollars for ila obligation!) by 
the government It would have an ob- 
ject in keeping up the price of silver, 
Instead of depressing its market valuo, 
UH it Is now doing, and doubtless will 
continue to do so as long an It etui 
make money by appreciating tbo value 
of gold. 


President MiKtnley can do much for 


silver under existing laws without any 
action on the part of Congress, as our 
powtor-plnted gold friends oan readily 
perceive IF they can rend and under 
itand the laws. The great trouble in 
tbut he does not want to because the 
gold trust does not desire it, as ho re 
ognizes the fact that tbe trusts uuido 
him President.

Uncle Sam's wholesale and .retail 


stamp business Is of inuoh greater mag- 
nitude than mony people would imag- 
ine. In (act Uncle Sam -has a trust 
that la worth having and quite fre- 
quently other parties start Into the 
business of printing stamps without 
Elrat securing a license or oven trying 
;o get one. The expense however and 
;ho risk of counterfeiting stamps makes 
It a business that the counterfeiters do 
not remain with for any great length of 
time. 


At the present time the department 


at Washington is unusually busy owing 
to the close of the fiscal year and the 
commencement 
of 
another twelve 


month of business. The fourth-class 
postmasters over the country, and their 
lumber is thousands, forward to the 
tame 
office their requisitions " for 


stumps to serve as stock for the ensui- 
ng year. The month of June is the 
jusiest month for the postal authorities 
as it is the time when the requisitions 
for stamps are filled. The idea how- 
ever that the clerks of the department 
hand the stamps is erroneous as the 
bureau of engraving and 
printing 


where the stamps are made is the place 
that is rushed. The poatoffioe depart- 
ment simply acts as a clearing boas e 
for the distribution of the stamps. 


It costs the government now just 5 


cents for 1,000 stamps, delivered any- 
where lu the United States. One thou- 
sand 2-cents stamps are sold for $aO. 


During n single year the bureau of 


engraving and printing prints about 
1(8,000,000 worth of stamps. This is over 
an averago of $1 per head for every in- 
habitant of the United States, and indi- 
cates that we are a great race of letter 
writers, assuming that each person 
writes one letter u week. All people 
who write letters however are not 
thoughtful enough to prepay them. 
Some idea of the number of delinquent 
correspondent who like to send their 
letters postage due may be obtained 
from the fact that, during the last fis- 
cal year the value of the postage due 
stamps affixed to letters without sufH- 
oieui postage aggregated $450,058, most 
ly in one and two-cent stamps. 


Many people believe that the stamped 


envelopes are already things of the 
past, since only business firm, and very 
few of them use them any more. But 
in the past Uscal year the total value of 
such stamped envelopes amounted to 
$12,881,973, or not quite one-seventh of 
the total business of the Poet Office De- 
partment. Of postal cards, $5,805,028 
were used during the same period. The 
3?ar«ftW <JE EiagVfWing sw* printing <S 
not nutko tbo stamped envelopes or the 
postal cards, but oonflaes ItseU solely 
to the manufacture of stamps. 


Formerly these stamps were made in 


Now York, but three year's tigo the Gov- 
ernment conceived the idea ot having 
them made nt the bureau. By chang- 
ing in this manner thu Government 
saved 2)^ cents a thousand stamps 
and guts superior work. At first somo 
ditlleulty wiis-enaountered, as the lucai 
employes wore new tit the work. Every 
ouo roiuembors, when the flrat stamps 
oarno out, with scarcely two abcots ol 
tho same color, and with mnoiiiige thai 
would not stick. 
AEtor thrue years' 


practical operation, however, the bu 
reau is printing the stamps better than 
they wore ever done before.

scholarship will be held at the University 
during tho week commencing August 30, 
1897, and all intending candidates are re- 
quested to forward their nnraes at once 
to the Registrar who will be glad to furn- 
ish any further information that may be 
desired. 


In addition to tho foregoing several 


county scholarships aro nearly ready for 
announcement, These have been guar- 
anteed by the generosity of citizens of 
the counties concerned and will be mode 
public through tho medium ot the news- 
papers in each county interested. 


The 
examinations for the county 


scholarships will be held in the county 
during the week commencing August 23, 
1897. 


All of these scholarships are given to 


enable worthy students to pursue their 
studies at the University, 'and coming as 
they do ofc tho lime when it is difficult to 
give needed work to deserving students 
on account of tho small amount of build- 
ing going on at the University, these 
scholarships are a veritable godsend to 
intending students.
